As soon as 
the Hist and Warn pa tuck discovert d 
that the Hornet was disabled, their 
captains decided that it wou'.d be use- 
less to fight longer against such a su- 
perior enemy. Accordingly the Warn- 
pat uck hastened to the rescue of the 
Hornet, t ie Hist meantime keeping 
up its sharpest fire. The Hist for- 
merly was the Hespita, is 174 feet long, 
23,25 feet wide, and has a displace- 
t of 472 tons.

They 
ruslie I into a perfect hell of fire at 
each breastworks and, although many 
were kil eJ and wounded, they put the 
Spanish to H ght and captured their 
pos'tions. 'J he Spanish loss is simply 
fearfuL The Dons fought uuder cover 
all the time aud never exposed them- 
selves only when retreating. The 
coolness and good marksmanship of 
our men has been remarkable Sol- 
diers were never required to fight un- 
ter greater difficulties than have our 
men. The Spaniards have used the 
explosive and also the poisoned bul- 
lets, which shows what contemptible 
devils they are. It mus*. be said, how- 
ever, that they have displayed great 
staying q lalities. 

The fighting began in earnest Fri- 
day. Our men stormed their breast- 
works all along the line. As there 
were many lines of these fortifica- 
tions, the Dons were driven back from 
first one to another until they were 
completely shut up in the city of 
Santiago. Up to this hour no regular 
assault has been made upon the c ty, 
but it is hourly expected. 

Hie much-talked-of fleet of Cervera. 
which has been bottled up in Santiago 
harbor for several weeks, made an at- 
tempt to run the blockade of Samp- 
son's fl ?et Sunday morning. W latthe 
American's did to those Spanish boats 
will make history which will raise 
an American's hair a thousand years 
hence. Just listen to this following 
account of it: "It was about nine 
o'clock Sunday morning when the 
flagship Infanta Maria Teresa passed 
under the wall of Morro Castle and 
steamed out to sea. Stie was f jilowed 
by the Cristobal Colon, Viscaya and 
Oquendo aud labt by the torpec o-boat 
destroyers Furor and l'luton. The 
American vessels, lyiug ten miles off 
the entrance to the harbor, sighted 
them immediately. The American 
cruisers had no thought of fany thing 
as the Spanish fleet getting past the 
sunken collier Merrimac, which they 
had been deluded into believing effec- 
tually blocked the exit The signal 
.or full speed ahead was running from 
bridge to engine room of every shipi 
aud the entire American fleet com- 
menced to move in shore toward the 
Spanish and the great twelve and 
thirteen-iuch guns of the battleships 
and the smaller batteries on the other 
vessels fired shot after shot at. long 
range. As the ships ran in toward 
the shore it soon became evident that 
.the Spaniards had not come oat to 
make an aggressive G;ht, for they 
turned to the eastward as soon as they 
had cleared the harbor and started on 
their race for safety, at the same time 
sending answering shots at the Ameri- 
can ships as fast as the men could load 
and fire the guns. The Brooklyn. Mas- 
sachusetts, Texas, Oregon and Iowa 
were nearer the Spaniards than any 
others of the American vessels, but 
still most of them were too far away 
to get an effective range. They crowd- 
ed on all steam, however, in prepara- 
tion for the chase, never stopping 
their fire for one moment. For an 
hour or two they followed the f'ying 
Spaniards westward along the shore 
line, sending shot after shot into their 
blaz ng hulls, tearing great holes in 
itcel s d.-s and covering their 
with the blood of the killed and 

Spaniards show any indication that 
they intended to do otherwise than 
fight to the last They showed no sig- 
nals to surrender even when their 
ships commenced to sink and the great 
clouds of smo'te pouring from their 
sides showed they were on fire. They 
turned the heads of their ships toward 
the shore, less than a mile away and 
ran them on the beach and rocks, 
where their destruction was soon com- 
pleted. The officers and men on board 
then escaped to the shores as well as 
they could, with the assistance of 
t from the American men-of- 
then threw themselves upon 
the mercy of their captors. The Amer- 
icans not only extended to them the 
gracious hand of chivalry, but sent 
a guard to protect them from the mur- 
derous bands of Cuban soldiers hiding 
in the bush on the hillside eager to 
rush down and attack the unarmed, 
defeated, but valorous foe." 

During the entire fight none of the 
American ships were injured. The 
one killed was Chief Yeoman Ellis, of 
the Brooklyn. Only ten of our m-n 
were injured. 

Out of the 243 men examined for the

Time In the Old Town Tonight," The 
men cheered from one end of the line 
to the other.

Letter from Will Dunlap. 
Mrs. R. F. Walter has received a let- 
ter from her son, Will Dunlap, who is 
in the Oth Cavalry at Santiago. The 
letter is dated "At sea, near Santiago, 
June U." He was on the steamship 
Rio Grande. Re says they were a week 
in making the voyage and laid on the 
t ansports a week before leaving Tam- 
pa The fleet was composed of thirty- 
two transports and fi teen war vessels. 
"We came up in front of Santiago yes- 
terday and stopped about ten miles 
out from entrance to the harbor where 
Sampson and Schley's fleets have the 
Spanish fleet bottled up. The entrance 
to the harbor is very narrow, where 
the ''.derrinaac'' blocks the entrance. 
Just outside is sixteen battleships, 
cruisers, tori e lo boats, etc. The ones 
that came with us make H war ves- 
sels here in all. On the brow of the 
mountains to the right of the entrance 
frowns Morro Castle, which I saw the 
ships bombard yesterd ly. We laid 
where we were, all yesterday, while 
dispatch boats 1»W around through 
the fleet to Sampson's flag ship. Fri- 
day they demanded a surrender St the 
Spanish flest which was refused. Or- 
ders then came to us to get further 
out to sc", which we immediately did. 
Then the fun began. I had a plain 
view of the whole affair from the mast 
head. Two vessds on the right open- 
ed up with broadsides, then the whole 
line of ships opened 6re on the fortifi- 
cations, which were blown to atoms 
in half an houi'o time. We do not 
know what diy we will make a land- 
ing."

If the people ur.derstood religion to 
be the practical re-enforcement that 
Dr. Talmage says it is in this sern.on. 
the number of Christian disciples 
would lie greatly multiplied. Text. 
Psalm xx.. Si "S. nd thee help from 
'be sanctuary. " 

If you should ask r>0 men what the 
church is, they would <rive yon 5'J dif- 
ferent answers. One man would say: 
"It"s a convention of hypocrites." An- 
other. '-It is an assembly of people 
who feel themselves a great deal bet- 
ter than others." Another, "It is a 
place for gossip. where wolver- 
ine dispositions devour each oth- 
er."' Another, "It is a place 
lor the cultivation of superstition and 
cant." Another, "It is an arsenal 
w here theologians go and get pikes 
and muskets and shot.'' Another, "It 
is an art gallery, w here men go to ad- 
mire Rraaa* arches and esqalaite fres- 
co and musical warble and the Dant- 
esijne in gloomy imagery." Another 
man would say. "It is the best place 
on earth except my owu home." "If 1 
forget thee, O Jerusalem, let my right 
hand forget her cunning." 

Now; whatever the church is, my 
text tehs you what it ought to be — a 
U.l~wt. practical, homely, omnipotent 
help. "Send thee help from the sanc- 
tuary.*" The pew ought to yield rest- 
fulness for the body. The color of the 
■phelaterjr ought to yield pleasure to 
the . ye. 

The entire service ought to yield 
strength for the moil and struggle of 
eveiy-day life. The Sabbath ought to 
Ik- harnessed to all the six days of the 
■rack, drawing them in the right di- 
rection. The ehureli ought to be a 
magnet, visibly and mightily affecting 
all the homes of the worshipers. 
Every man gets roughly jostled. 
•_'ets abused, gets cut, gets insulted, 
pete slighted, gets exasperated. By" 
the lime the Sabbath ci mes he 
lias an accumulation of six days of an- 
noyance, and that is a starveling 
church service which has not strength 
eaoajfh to take that accumulated an- 
noyance aud hurl it into perdition. 
The business man sits down in chureh 
headachy from the week's engage- 
ments. 1'erhap.s he wishes he had tar- 
ried at home on the lounge with the 
newspapers and the slippers. That 
man wants to be cooled off and gra- 
ciously div.-rted. The Bret wave of 
the religious service ought to dash 
dear over the hurricane decks and 
H tea him dripping w ith holy and glad 
and heavenly emotion. "Send thee 
help from the sanctuary." 

In tne first place, sanctuary help 
ought to eoiue from the music. A 
woman dying in Lngland tiersisted in 
singing to the last moment. The at- 
tendants tried to persuade her to stop, 
say.ng it would exhaust her and make 
her disease worse. She answered, "1 
mu^t situ; I am only practicing for 
the heavenly choir." Music on earth 
is a rehearsal for music in Heaven. If 
you and 1 are goin.' to take part in 
that great orchestra it is high time 
that aa were stringing and thrumming 
our harps. '1 hey lall us that Thalberg 
and tiottschalk never would go into a 
eonc rt until they ha i first in private 
ren. arsed. although they were such 
masters of the instrument. And eau 
it be that we expect to take part in 
the great oratorio of Heaven if we do 
not rehearse here? 

l!ut I am not speaking of the next 
world. Sabbath song ought to set all 
the week to music. We want not more 
iiarmony. not more artistic expression, 
but more volume in our church music. 
The Knglish di-senting churches far 
surpass our American churches in this 
respect. An English audience of 1.000 
people will give more volume of sacred 
songthan an American audience of "J, 000 
people. 1 do not know what reason is. 
Oh. you ought to have heard them 
sing in Surrey chapel. I had the op- 
portunity of preaehiug the anniver- 
sary— I think the ninetieth anniver- 
sary— sermon in l'owland Hills old 
chapel, aud when they lifted their 
voices |a solemn song it was simply 
overwhelming, and then in the eveu- 
i i» <r of the same day. in Agricultural 
hall, many thousand voices lifted in 
doxology. It was like the voice of 
many waters, and like the voice of 
many thundering*, and like the voice 
of Heaven. 

Ihl lilessin^r through all the laboring throng. 
Ami Heaven was won l>y violence of sons;. 

Now. I am no worshiper of noise, 
but I believe that if our American 
I Bail Bee would with full heartiness of 
soul, aud full emphasis of voice sing 
the songs of Zion, this part of sacred 
worship would have tenfold more 
power than it has now. Why not take 
this part of the sacred service and lift 
it to Where it ought to be. All the an- 
noyances of life might ha drowned out 
by that sacred song. Do you tell me 
that it is not fashionable to sing very 
loudly? Then, 1 say, away with the 
fashion. We dam back the great Mis- 
sissippi of congregational singing and 
let a few drops of melody trickle 
through the dam. 1 say, take away 
the dam and let the billows roar on 
their way to the oceanic heart of tiod. 
Whether it is fashionable to sing loud- 
ly or not, let us sing with all possible 
emphasis. 

We hear a great deal of the art of 
singing, of music as an entertainment, 
of music as a recreation. It is high 
time we heard something of .music as 
a help, a practical help. In order to 
do this we must have only a few 
hymns. New tunes and new hymns 
every Sunday make poor congrega- 
tional singing. Fifty hymns are 
enough for lift}' years. The Epis- 
copal church prays the same pray- 
ers every Sabbath, and year after 
year, and century after century. For 
that reason they havi hearty re- 
sponses. Let us take a hint from 
that fact and let us sing the same 
songs Sabbath after Sabbath. Only 
in that way can we come to the full 
force of this exercise. Twenty thou- 
sand years will not wear out the 
hymns of William Cowper, Charles 
Wesley and Isaac Watts. Suppose 
now each person in an audience has 
brought all the annoyances of the last 
3C5 days. Fill the room to the ceil- 
ing with sacred song, and you would 
drown out all those annoyances of the

are only to marshal the voice. Let the 
voice fall into line, and in 
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nnd in battalions, by storm take the 
oixluracy aud siu of the world. If you 
can not sing for yourself, sing for oth- 
ers. By trying to give others good 
eta er you will bring good cheer to 
your own heart. 

When Londonderry, Ireland, was be- 
sieged many years ago, the people in- 
shic the city were famishing, and a 
vessel came up with provisions, but the 
vessel ran on the river bank and stuc;< 
fast. The 'enemy went down with 
laughter and di rision to board the ves- 
sel, when the vessel gave a broadsici 
tire against tha enemy, and by the 
shock was turned back into the stream 
and all was well. Oh, ye w ho are high 
and dry on the rocks of melancholy, 
give a broadside tire of soug 
against your spiritual enemies, and 
by holy rebound you will come out 
nto the calm waters. If we want to 
make ourselves hapi y we BlBSt make 
others happy. Mytholory tells us of 
Ann hion, who played his lyre until 
the mountains were moved and the 
walls oi Thel us arose; but religion had 
a mightier story to tell of how Cnris- 
tlaa song may build whole tempi s of 
eternal joy and lift the round earth' 
into syinj athy with the skies. 

I tarried many nights in London, 
ind I used to hear tiie bells, tae small 
belli of the city, strike the hour of 
night — one. two. three, four. and 
among them the cr.-at St. Paul'.s cathe- 
Iral wou.d come in to iiinr!; the hours, 
uaking ail th ' other sounds seem ut- 
terly insignificant M with mighty 

toiijue it eanoa ceil the hour oi the 

night, every stroke an overmastering 
hot m. My friends, it was let nd.-d 
that ail tiie lesser toe II is of the world 
shoe Id be drowned out in the mighty 
tOBgee of con_rrega;ional song bealin<_r 
against the gate* of Heaven. Do you 
Icuuw how they mark the hours in 
ih a ven? Til v have no clock-., as they 
have no candles, but a great pen luium 
of hallelujah swi iging eeroet Heaven 
from eternity to eternity. 

Again 1 remark that sanctuary help 
nu<:lu to ei me fr« in the sermon. Of a 
thousand people in any audience how 
many treat sympathetic help? Do you 
<_ r uess a hun I red? Do you guess live 
hundred? You have j;ue-sed wrong. 
I w ill tell y< u .list the proportion. 

Out of a thousand peotde in any 
aiidietice there are just 1.000 who need 
sympathetic help. These young peo- 
ple want it just as much as the old. 
The old people sometimes seem to 
think they have a monopoly of the 
rhi utnatisms, and the neuralgias, and 
the headaches, and the physical dis- 
orders of the world; but 1 tell you 
there are no worse heartaches than 
are felt by some of the young people. 
Do you know that much of the work 
is done by the young? Kaphael died 
at i'.T. Kichelieu at 31, (iustavus 
Adolphus died at :1S, Innocent III. 
came to his mightiest influence at 37. 
Cartel conquered Mexico at 30, Don 
John won IV panto at 25, (irot'us was 
attorney general at -Zi. and 1 have no- 
ticed amid all classes of men that 
some of the severest battles and the 
toughest work c BBM before 30. 
Therefore we must have our sermons 
and our exhortations in prayer meet- 
ing all sympathetic with the young. 
And so with these people further on 
in life. What do these doctors 
and lawyers and merchants and me- 
chanics care about the abstractions 
of religion? What they want is help 
to bear the whimsicalities of patients, 
the brow lieating o: legal opponents, 
the unfairness of customers who have 
plenty of fault-finding for every im- 
perfection of handiwork, but no praise 
for 'JO excellencies. What does the 
brain-racked, hand-blistered man care 
for Zwingle"s "Doctrine of Original 
Sin.*" Augustine's "Ketraction?" You 
might as well go u> a man who has the 
pleurisy and put on his side a plaster 
made out of Dr. Parr's "Treatise on 
Medical Jurisprudence." 

While all of a sermon may not be 
helpful alike to all, if it be a Christian 
sermon preached bj- a Christian man. 
there will be help for every one some- 
where. We go into an apothecary's 
store, we see others being waited on; 
we do not complain because we do not 
immediately get the medicine; we 
know our turn will come after awhile. 
And so while all parts of a sermon may 
not be appropriate to our ease, if we 
wait prayerfully, before the sermon is 
through, we shall have the divine pre- 
scription. 1 say to young men who are 
going to preach the gospel: We want in 
our sermons not more metaphysics, nor 
more imagination, nor more logic, nor 
more profundity. What we want in 
our sermons and Christian exhortations 
is more sympathy. Wlun Father Taylor 
preached in the ."sailore" hfcthel of l>os- 
ton the jack tars felt that they had help 
for their duties among the ratlines 
and forecastles. When Richard Weaver 
preached to the operatives in Oldham. 
Kng., all the workmen felt they had 
more grace for the spindles. When 
Dr. South preached to kings and 
princes and princesses, all «the mighty 
men and women wh° heard him felt 
preparation for their high station. 

People will not go to chureh merely 
as a matter of duty. There will not 
next Sabbath be a hundred people in 
this city who will get up in the morn- 
ing and say: "The Kible says 1 must 
go to chureh; it is my duty to 
go to chureh, therefore I will 
go to church." The vast multitude of 
people who go to church, go to church 
because they like it, and the 
multitude of people who stay away 
from church, stay away because they 
do not like it. I am not speaking about 
the way the world ought to be, I am 
speaking about the way the world is. 
Taking things as they are, we must 
make the centripetal force of the 
church mightier than the centrifugal. 
We must make our churches magnets 
to draw the people thereunto, so that a 
man will feel uneasy if he does not go 
to church, saying: 'T wish I had gone 
this moruing. I wonder if I cin't dress 
and get there in time. It is 11 o'clock; 
now they are singing. It is 11:30; 
now they are preaching. I wonder 
when the folks will be home to tell us 
what was said, what has been going 
on?"' When the impression is con- 
firmed that our churches, by archi- 
tecture, by music, by sociality, and by 
sermon, shall be made the most at- 
tractive places on earth, then we will 
want twice as many churches as we 
have now, twice as large, anyl then 
they will not half accommodate the 
people. 

I say to the young men who are en- 
tering the ministry, we must put on 
more force, more energy, and into our 
religious services more vivacity, if we 
want the people to come. You look 
into a church court of any denomina- 
tion of Christiana First, you will 
find the men of large, common sens 
and earnest look. The education 01 
their minds, the piety of their hearts, 
the holiness of their lives qualify them 
for their work. Then you will find in 
court of every 



tion a ejeoap of men who utterly amaze 
you with t ie fact that such semi- 
imbecility can get any pulpits to preach 
in! Thoee arj the nun who give for- 
lorn stitisties ab^ut church decad- 
ence. Frog> never croak in running 
water, a. ways in stagraut. Hut 1 say 
to all Christian workers, to all Sunday 
school teachers, to all evangelists, to 
all minis eiv of the gospel, if we want 
our Sunday schools, and our prayer 
meetings, and our churches to gather 
t'ne people, we must freshen up. The 
simple fact is, the people are tired of 
the humdrum of religioni-ts. Relig- 
ious hemdred is the worst of all hum- 
drum. Voe say over and over again. 
"Come to .L-sii-,." until the phrase 
mean, absolutely Bathing; Why do 
you not tell thein a story which will 
make them com • to Jesus in five min- 
utes? You say that all Sunday school 
teacher-, and all evangelists, and all 
ministers must bring their illustrations 
from the llilde. Christ did not when 
lie pr aeiie 1. The most of the liible 
was written before Christ's time, but 
where did He get his illustrations. He 
drew them from the lilies, from the 
ravens, from salt, from a camel, from 
a needle, from yeast in the dough 
of bread, from a mustard seed, 
from a tishing net, from debtors an I 
creditors That is the reason multi- 
tudes followed Christ. His illustra- 
tions were s > easy and so understand- 
able. Therefore, my brother Chris- 
tian worker, if you and I find two il- 
lustration :> for a religious subject, an I 
one is a liible illustration and the oth- 
er if outside the Kible, I will take the 
latter, becaus- I want to be like my 
Master. Looking across to a hill, 
Christ saw the city of Jerusalem. 
Talking to the people about tbeeoa* 
spicuity of Christian example, he said: 
"The world is looking ut you; be care- 
ful. A city that is set on a hill can 
not be hid." While he was speaking 
of the divine care of ilod's children a 
bird Hew pist. He said: "liehold the 
ravens." Then looking down into tha 
valk'3', all covered at that season with 
tlowers, he said: ' Consider t'ne lilies.'* 
Oh, my brother Christian workers, 
what is the use oi our going awav ofT 
in some obscure part of history, or on 
the other side of the earth to get an 
illustration, when the earth and tho 
heavens are fuil of illustrations. 
Why should we go aw-ay off to get an 
illustration of the vacarious suffering 
of Jesus Christ, when as near us as 
Hloomtield. X. J., two little children 
were walking on the railroad track 
and a train was coming; but they were 
on a bridge of trestle work, and the 
little girl took her brother and let 
him down through the trestle work as 
gently as she could toward the water, 
very carefully and lovingly and cau- 
tiously, so that he might not he hurl 
in the fall, and might be picked up by 
those who were standing near by. 
While doing that the train struck- her, 
and ha "dly enough of her body w as 
left to gather into a funeral casket. 
What aae that? Vicarious suffering. 
Like Christ Pang for others. Woa 
for oVhers. Suffering for others. Death 
for ethers. 

Waat is the use of our going away 
off 'ft fiii< 1 an illustration iu past age, 
wh.'ti during the great forest fires in 
If] jblgaa a mail carrier on horseback 
riding on, pursued by those tlames 
which had swept over a hundred 
u ifcts, sa»v an old man by tiie roadside, 
uisiuounted, helped the old man ou 
the horse, saying, "Now whip 
up and get away." The old man got 
away, but the mail carrier perished. 
Just like Christ dismounting from the 
glories of Heaven to put us on the w ay 
of deliverance, then falling back into 
the flames of sacrifice for others. Pang 
for others. Wee for others. Death 
for others. Vicarious suffering. 

Again I remark that sanctuary heln 
ougiit to come through the prayers of 
all the people. The door of the eternal 
storehouse is hung on one hiuge, a 
gold hinge, the hinge of prayer, and 
when the w hole audience lay hold ol 
that door it must come open. Therj 
are many people spending theil 
first Sabbath after some great BB| 
reavement. What will j-our prayer 
do for them? How will it help thq 
tomb in that man's heart? Here arj 
people who have not been in church 
before for ten years; what will your 
prayer do for them by rolling over 
their soul holy memories? Here are 
people in crises of awful temptation. 
They are on the verge of despair, or 
wild blundering, or theft, or suicide. 
What will your prayer do for them 
in the way of giving them strength 
to resist? Will yon be chiefly 
anxious about the tit of the glove that 
you put to your forehead while you 
prayed? Will you be chiefly critical 
of the rhetoric of the pustor"s petition? 
Xa No. A thousand people will feel 
"that prayer is for me," and at every 
step of the prayer chains ought to 
drop off. and temples of siu ought to 
crash into dust, and jubilee of de- 
liverance ought to brandish their 
trumpets.

At a m;<?ting Friday of the State 
Board of Prison Commissioners Eph. 
Llllard, of Jessamine county, was 
elected Warden of the Frank ort Peni- 
tintiary, and Henry Smith, o.' ll)wling 
Green, Warden of the Eddy ville Peni- 
tentiary. Jervis Stone, oi Spenc r 
connty, was elected Clerk of the 
Frank ort Penitentiary. 

Adjt (Jen. Collier, in command of 
the Lexington Company of the Ken- 
tucky State Guard, accompanied l!ob- 
liianks, the negro ravisher, to May- 
field, Ky. lilanks criminally assaulted 
Laura Ilailey, a young girl of Mayfiild, 
and escaped into Illino : s. He was 
captured and brought to Louisville for 
safe keeping. Gov. Rradley fears a 
lynching, and has ordered out the 
troops to preserve peace and epiiet. 

A horrible crime was committed at 
Cornishville, ten miles from Ilarrods- 
barg, Sunday night.

The second slot killed a 
young man named Adkinson. whose 
father lives iu Harro lsburg. * The des- 
perado then turned his revolver on 
Miss Julia P. Coulter, killing her in- 
stantly, and then shot a Miss Camp- 
bell, who was dyintr when the runner 
who brought the news of the tragedy 
to this place left Cornishville Miss 
Campbell is a daughter of Rev. Mr. 
Campbell, who ran for Representative 
against Hon. Morgan Ciiinn last No- 
vember. A f ter his bloody work Deva- 
tau brandished his revolver and ex- 
claimed: "I have done enough to b„- 
hanged for. Let the ottieers come. I 
am readv for them."
